THE ROYAL DEAD 


With Solemn Pomp and Followed by 


Ail the Royal Blood of Europe 


He is Laid to Rest 


LONDON'S GREraCBOWD SEES 


BEY. OR. LITTLE IS 


London. May 20.—Today the em- 


pire mourned and surrendered Its royal 
Head. Altar funerai. rites due to one 
whom the laws of the land gave .first 
place in "honor, dignity and power," 
the body of Edward VII, thirty-sixth 
In line ofthe sovereigns In England, 
since the Norman conquest, lies to- 
night in the 
crypt 
of St. George's 


chapel royal at Windsor, nearby the 
royal tomb house, where it will have 
a final resting place. 


The state funeral was conducted In 


accordance with precedent, the pomp 
and ceremonial borrowed from the past 
being rendered more effective by a 
lavish display of modern mourning. 


Was a Great Spectacle. 


' No such procession and spectacle 


had been witnessed In London since 
Queen 'Victoria's jubilee. The parade 
included many of the greatest men of 
the kingdom, with representatives of 
all arms of the service and delegations 
from the most famous regiments of 
the empire and representative groups 
of foreign armies and naxles. 


Behind the casket, upon which rest- 


ed the imperial symbols, followed the 
late king's charger, while his favorite 
terrier was led bfy- a highland soldi Jr 
just before the Imperial ensign.

data was secured on Halley's "comet 
during the night because of the cloudy 
skies which prevented any observations 
from the Yerkes observatory. 


Prof. F. B. Frost, In charge of the 


Yerkos observatory here, expects to 
make an observation of Halley's comet 
In the west some time shortly before 
night. Although cloudy skies prevent- 
ed the making of any positive obser- 
vations early today Prof. Frost and 
Prof, a E. Barnard, the comet experts, 
agree that there will be no display of 
the comet's tail In tho east tonight. The 
scientists say that the earth has either 
passed through the tall while clouds 
'obscured the sky or that the tall curved 
to such an extent as to miss tho earth 
entirely. 
The puzzle precipitated by 


the failure of the comet's tall to fol- 
low the head to tho west has not been 
cleared up by any data or observations 
secured here. 
Prof. Barnard Is of 


opinion that nothing dcllnito on this 
point will 'be discovered for another 24

Month-Than Any Other

Indianapolis, May 20.—Following on 


school enumeration, statistics, which 
show that in-a big majority of the 
counties in the state thfe are fewer 
children than last year, "comes a re- 
port of the state board of health show- 
ing that more children were born'in. 
Indiana In the month of April fthan 
during any other month since the re 
potting of vital statistics began. 


Tbevi6tal number of births in Indl 


ana, according to the Monthly Bulletin 
of the" state board of health just Issue 
for'April, was 4,902. The birth rat 
was 20.9- The highest rate occurrec, 
as usual, in Warren county, being 39.7. 
The lowest rate was in Jasper coun- 
ty, 8.1. 
Health Improved. 


That there was aji Improvement in 


public health for April as compared 
with the same month of last year is 
stated in the bulletin. The deaths 
numbered 2,836, rate 21.5. In the same 
month last year the 
deaths totaled 


3,212, rate 14.3. Measles was the most 
pre\-alent disease and was reported 
from every county. Th« deaths num- 
bered 80, the southern part ofjthe state 
showing the highest rate from this dis- 
ease. The order of disease prevalence 
was as 
follows-. 
Measles, 
tonsilltis, 


bronchitis. 
rheumatism. 
influenza, 


pneumonia, whooping cough, scarlet

To- 
day the castle gates at Windsor opened 
to receive the casket of the seventh 
Edward with the green of an English 
spring on the trees and grass -within 
the massive walls. The gray towers 
and battlements, over which the Union 
Jnck was flylns at half-mast, never 
appeared more 
impressive.

streets below was a seething mass of 
people in black with a lane kept open 
by two solid fines of soldiers for the 
cortege to pass through. When the 
royal train arrived at the station the 
body of ttte monarch was again placed 
on a gOK carriage and the procession 
was resumed with the addition of am- 
bassadors, ministers and other repre- 
sentatives of foreign states. Thus it 
passed through the

streets to the castle and into St 
George's chapel.
